STRONG APPEAL TO THE NATION 


Indianapolis, Ind*, Aug. 18. — The 


liberty congress of the Anti-Imper- 
ialist league will adopt an appeal 
to the people of the nation in which 
the policy of President McKinley is 
condemned and the democratic plat* 
form'a utterances 0n imperialism are 
endorsed, and the members of the 
league and all who agree with them 
are urged to vote for William J. 
Bryan for president of the United 
States. 


After the resolutions were reported 


there was a loug debate on the elim- 
ination of specific mention of Mr. 
Bryan, some of the "independents" 
and others speaking to have the dem- 
ocratic leader's name stricken out. 
There is scarcely room to doubt that 
Mr. Bryan will be endorsed by name 
by adoption of the resolutions as 
read. 


Delegates to the congress of the na- 


tional Anti-Imperialist league were 
late in assembling in Tomlinaon tall 
for their second day's session. Ex- 
Qovernor Boutwell called the session 
to order* 


Fending the report of the commit- 


tee on resolutions, Chairman Bout- 
well called on Dr* L. W, Habfrcom, 
of Washington, to address the con- 
vention. 


Dr. Habercom charged that 
the 


president had "done that which he 
had himself solemnly declared to be 
a great crime and now attempts to 
shift the responsibility upon Divine 
providence*" 


He said he appealed more especial- 


ly to those who, like himself, had 
come from a country over which a 
monarch reigns 


"If McKinley is re-elected," con- 


tinued Dr* Habercom, "the chances 
an; the standing army of the United 
States will be increased to 200,000 
men, because under the new order of 
things we are bound to be embroiled 
in all the troubles of the world. Is 
it not an act of imperialism that the 
president has entered upon, this new

The people who, like myself, have 
come from Germany, know to their 
sorrow what militarism means, These 
are the last men who will vote to 
convert this country into an empire.

law 


against the arbitrary legislative 
power. 
The policy of the presi- 


dent offer* the inhabitants of Por- 
to Blco, Hawaii and the Philip- 
pines no hop* of independence, no 
prospect of American citizenship, 
no constitutional protection, no 
representation in the congress 
which taxes them. 
This is the 


government of men by arbitrary 
power without their consent; this

The president and congress, who 


derive all their powers from the 
constitution, can govern m man 
without regard to Its limitations. 


We believe that the greatest safe-

short of complete compliance with 
the demands originally made by this 
government upon the Chinese author- 
ities will prevent the onward march 
of the allied armies upon Pekin. 


This statement is made on author- 


ity. 
The appeal, therefore, of Li 


Hung Chang for a halt at Tung Chow 
with a view to opening peace negotia- 
tions will he promptly rejected. 
From the first the administration has 
insisted that this government be put 
into free communication with 
ister Conger, and second, that he, 
with the other members of the lega- 
tion and all who are under its pio- 
teetion, 
he immediately 
relieved 


from their perilous situation. In all 
of the correspondence which has fol 
lowed this first statement of the de- 
mands of this government there ha* 
never been one word which could be 
construed us modifying them in the 
least particular. The United Stftte* 
stands today just where it ^ stood at 
first, and no efforts on the part of 
Li Hung Chang or the imperial au- 
thorities will avail to stop even for 
an hour the forward movement of the 
allied forces, 


It is true that the administration 


realises* that the crisis is at hand in 
China, and hence the officials do not 
attempt to disguise their anxiety for 
the immediate future. They are hop- 
ing for the beat, and believe that the 
rescue of t^f beleaguerd .ministers 
now is only a matter of a very short 
time, but nevertheless* the fear i*» 
ever present 'that th Chinese in Pe- 
kin, realizing their desperate situa- 
tion, may massacre every foreigner 
in the city and then, taking the em 


and empress dowager with 


them, leave the capital to its fate. 


It is confidently expected, however* 


that no such fate awaits the im- 
prisoned ministers, and it would not 


state department this mdrning by 
the Chinese minister, Mr. Wu Ting 
Fang. 
It was promptly communi- 


cated to the president, who had ar- 
rived in Washington at an early 
hour. 


The Chinese minister also brought 


another long cipher cable message 
from Hinister Conger, which was 
transmitted to the state department, 
and as soon as deciphered, laid be- 
fore the president. 


The Conger message was the first 


one from the minister showing that 
he had received the di&patchces sent 
to him from Washington, 
It gave 


the namea of the marines who were 
killed in defending the legation, but 
otherwise did not materially change 
the situation. 


These communications, 
together 


with Admiral Barney's dispatch to 
the navy department, formed the 
main features of the cabinet delibera- 
tion which followed aeon after. 


Li/Hung Chang'e appeal for a halt, 


and the declination of the TTnitad 
States formed the most important 
feature of the1 day. 
The appeal of 


the venerable Chinese statesman was 
almost pathetic In tone, showing the 
desperate straights to which China 
had been driven. 
He stated that 


the allied forces were nearing Tung 
Chow. 
He had* therefore, memor- 


alized the imperial government to 
name an envoy* with authority to 
negotiate an armistice with the mili- 
tary commanders in the field* That 
the powers should accede to this 
course was most earnestly requested, 
and Earl Li asked that the several 
powers telegraph their respective 
commanders instruction* that after 
arriving at Tung Chow with their 
forces, they stop their further ad- 
vance on Pekin. 


The language of the message show- 


ed the greatest solicitude that the 
United States and the other powers

a dispatch from Shanghai, dated 
Wednesday, August 15, which say*: 


"Admiral Seymour, through the 


consul general, has instructions that 
the troops which it was intended to 
land here shall proceed north. 


"This will be done August 16 (to- 


day) unless ihe order is counter- 
manded in toe interval by the for- 
eign office. 
The final decision of 


the latter is awaited. 
The princi- 


pal British bank* and shipping firms 
have telegraphed to Lord Salisbury 
that the government's decision to 
send the troops north will have a 
disastrous effect, and urging the gov- 
ernment to reconsider the matter. 


"The foreign consuls are equally 


alive to the results of such action 
on the Chinese and are addressing 
an identical note to their govern* 
ments with the' objects of Inducing 
the British to land troops." 


France has 1,100 troops on hoard 


the transport Cbehar, which arrived 
at Hong Kong yesterday, August 15, 
convoyed by the Trench cruiser Fri- 
ant 


These troops, the French consul at 


Shanghai informed the other con- 
suls there, would be landed at Shang- 
hai if the British persisted in land- 
ing troops at that place, 


A news agency dispatch from 


Shanghai, dated Tuesday, August 
14, represents ihe United States con- 
sul general, Mr. John Goodnow, as 
joining with the French and German 
consuls in. opposing the British 
plans. 


The British foreign office officials 


decline to enter into the reasons for 
not landing troops at Shanghai, but 
he foreign offlc* is credited with be* 
ng unwilling to persist in any 
course not approved by the other 
powers. 


The foreign office is expected to

Lea is alleged to have made threats 


against the life of Kennedy because 
he was the particular friend and as- 
sociate of Thorpe, the murdered offi- 
cer. Thorpe was the third white man 
murderously assaulted in the vicin- 
ity by negroes and a race prejudice 
bad been engendered. In less than 
an hour from the time the trouble 
begun Uat night the whole of the 
vest side from Twenty-eighth street 
to Long Acre square, above Forty- 
second atreet, including Eighth and 
STlnth avenues, was in an uproar. 


Forty or more arrests were made. 


THE TROUBLE BEOIV& 


During the riot it is estimated 


that 500 police were on duty and am- 
bulances from every hospital on tbe 
west side were kept busy* A police 
estimate of the results puts tbe num- 
ber of wounded at fifty, and ihe num- 
ber of arrests at forty. The most de- 
termined and desperate hand to hand 
fight which occurred during the riot 
was that 'between Detective John 
Kennedy and the negro Lloyd Lee. 
Lee acted like a madman when Ken- 
nedy ordered Mm to move on* &e< 
fusing to do so, be said to Kennedy: 


"I know yon. 
Tan are Thorpe's 


partner. 
I have been laying for 


you," and at the name time he slashed 
Kennedy in the shoulder, inflicting 
a deep wound. Kennedy pulled his

It has now leaked out that all the 


boys had been arrested and fined. As 
near as can be learned, the lads at- 
tended some place of entertainment 
or refreshment at which 
the price 


was fifteen cents in American money. 
When the boys attempted to leave, 
hqwever, three times as much was 
demanded of them, and as that was 
not the United States way of doing 
business, they promptly refused to 
pay it. 
After some controversy a 


council of war was held, 
and 
the 


young cadets determined 
to fight 


their way out, and did so with a 
good deal of vehemence. 
In brief, 


the fifteen young American cadets, 
believing they were being imposed 
on, simply cleaned out the place and 
as a result they were all arrested and 
heavily fined. 


Dr. Younge was unable to cable 


money from Fort Wayne to Europe 
and he arranged with the White Na- 
tional bank to do so for him through 
a bank in New York city, which they 
did in time to extricate the boys from 
their unpleasant situation.

Just then a young negro walked by. 
The white men made a rush for him 
and he'was quickly surrounded. He 
was beaten and kicked and was res- 
cued with great difficulty. 


If there had been a carefully ar- 


ranged riot and this had been the 
agreed signal the outbreak could not 
have been more spontaneous. Men 
and women poured by the hundred 
from the 
neighboring tenements. 


Negroes were set upon wherever they 
could be found and brutally beaten.

endorsed, mid the members of the 
league and all .who agree with then 
are urged to vote for 
"William 
J 


Bryan for president of the Unitei 
States. 


After the resolutions were reported 


there was a long debate on the elim- 
ination of specific mention of Mr. 
Bryan, some of the "independents" 
and others speaking- to have the dem- 
ocratic lender's name stricken out. 
There Is scarcely room to doubt that 
Mr. Bryan will be endorsed by name 
by adaption of the resolutions as 
read. 


Delegates to the congress of the na- 


tional Anti-Imperialist league were 
late in assembling in Tomlinson hall 
for their second day's session. Ex- 
Govemor Boutwell called the session 
to order. 


Pending the report of the commit- 


tee on resolutions, Chairman Bout- 
well called on Dr. L. W. Habercom, 
of Washington, to address the con- 
vention. 


Dr. Hnbercom charged 
that 
the 


president had "done Unit which he 
had himself solemnly declared to be 
a great crime mid now attempts to 
shift the responsibility upon Divine 
providence." 


He sntd he appealed more especial- 


ly to those who, like himself, had 
come from a country over which a 
monarch reigns. 


"If McKinloy is re-nlacted," con- 


tinued Dr. Hribcrcom, 
"the chances 


are the standing army of the United 
States will lj« increased to 500,000 
men, because under the new order of 
things we are bound to be embroiled 
in all the troubles of the world. 
Is 


it not an net of imperialism that the 
president has entered upon, this new 
•adventure In China, 
without 
as- 


sembling congress in extra session? 
The people who, like myself, have 
come from Germany, know to their 
sorrow what militarism means. These 
are the last men v/ho will 
vote to 


convert this country into an empire. 


"The president has said, 'who will 


haul down the flag'?' How, I have 
always believed that flag- should be 
hauled down where it has no 
busi- 


ness. Is it an emblem of liberty in 
Manila nnd Porto llico? 
There it 


floats over subject people, not free 
people. 


"I have always been a republican, 


but now I feel it my duty to fight the 
republican party with all the ability 
I possess, because it has now become 
the party of imperialism," Dr. Ha- 
bercom concluded with a declaration 
for Bryan. 


Col. Charles B. Codman, of Massa- 


chusetts, read the report of the com- 
mittee on resolutions, which took 
the form of an address to the Ameri- 
can people, who are advised to with- 
hold their support from Mr. McKin- 
ley and to give direct support to 
Mr. Bryan, as 
the most effective 


means of checking imperialism. 


CHEERED BRYAN. 


"When Bryan's 
name was men- 


tioned the delegates arose in a body 
and gave three cheers for the demo- 
cratic candidate. 


Morefield Storey, of Massachusetts, 


said he cordially joined in the state- 
ment of principles contained in the 
resolutions, but stated that he re- 
served the right to support a third 
candidate if one were nominated who 
satisfied him better than Mr. Bryan. 


Thomas M. Osborn, of New York, 


leader of the "Nationalists" or third 
ticket party, was recognized to speak 
on the resolutions. 


He said there 
were many who 


could support neither Mr. McKinley 
nor Bryan, not believing it right to 
remedy one wrong1 by substituting 
another, 
"We cannot 
trust the 


democratic party as it stands .today. 
(Cries of "Bosh! How much did Mark 
pay you to come hereP")

tiouol crisis, which menaces tin 
republic upon whose future de-

For the first time in our coun- 


try's history the president has un- 
dertaken to subjugate a foreign 
people and rule them by despotic 
power. 
He has thrown, the pro- 


tection of the American flag ovei 
slavery and polygamy in the Sulu 
islands. 
He has arrogated to him- 


self the power to impose upon the 
inhabitants of the Philippines a 
government without their consent, 
and taxation without representa- 
tion. 
He is waging war upon 


them for asserting the very prin- 
ciples' for 
the 
maintenante of 


which mir forefathers pledged their 
lives, their fortunes and their sa- 
cred honor. 


He claims for himself and con- 


gress authority to govern the tei1- 
rltories of the United States with- 
out constitutional restraints. 


We believe in the declaration of 


independence and its truths, no 
less self-evident today than when 
first announced by our fathers, are 
of universal application and can- 
not be abandoned while govern- 
ment by the people endures. 


We believe lit the constitution of 


the United States. 
It gives the 


president 
and congress certain 


limited powers and secures to 
every man within the jurisdiction 
of our government certain essen- 
tial rights. 


We deny that either the presi- 


dent or congress can govern any 
person anywhere outside the con- 
stitution. 


We are absolutely opposed to the 


policy 
of 
President McKinley, 


which proposes to govern millions 
of 
men without their consent; 


which in Porto Rico established 
taxation 
without 
representation 


and government by the arbitrary 
will of a legislature unfettered by 
constitutional restraint, and in 
the Philippines prosecutes a war 
of conquest and demands unconsti- 
tutional surrender from a. people 
who are of right free and inde 
pendent. 


The struggle of men for freedom 


has ever been a struggle for con- 
stitutional liberty. 
There is no 


liberty if the citizen has no right 
whatever which may not be invad-

by 
fundamental

against the arbitrary legislative 
power. 
The policy of the presi- 


dent, offers the inhabitants of Por-

which taxes them. 
This is the 


government of men by arbitrary 
power without their consent; this 
is imperialism.

"We believe that the greatest safe- 


guard of liberty is a free press, and 
we demand that the censorship in 
the Philippines which keeps from 
the American people the knowledge 
of what Is done in their name to be 
abolished.

semi-official dispatch received at To- 
kiu, the military authorities here 
infer that the Chinese troops de- 
fending the capital were not going 
to fight again outside its walls.

As a re- 
ult of the disturbance which fol- 
owetl from midnight until 3 o'clock 
.iid burst out in a flame of passion 
.nd violence at intervals until day- 
ireak, there were about fifty persons 
njured by pistol balls, 
razors or 


inives, rocks or clubs. Of these one 
legro, Lloyd Lee, may not recover, 
nd Policeman Kennedy is also seri- 
usly injured. 
Leo is olleged to have made threats 
gainst the life of Kennedy because 
e wns the particular friend and as- 
ociate of Thorpe, the murdered oifi- 
er. Thorpe was the third white man 
nmlerously assaulted in the vicln- 
y by negroes and a race prejudice 
ad been engendered. lu less than 
11 hour from the time the trouble 
egan last night the whole of the

THE TROUBLE BEGINS. 


During the riot it is estimated 
iat 500 police were on duty and ani- 
ulaneps from every hospital on the 
est side were kept busy.

DEVERY WARNS OFFICERS.

ing and if any man in police uni- 
form does anything more than eu- 
force the law he will be dismissed in- 
stantly. 
This lias been an unfor- 


tunate outbreak, but it won't happen 
again." 


The police say that few, if any pre- 


vious race riots in this city have com- 
pared with that of last nig-ht, so far 
is the dogged determination of those 
who participated in it is concerned.
